In fact, even if continental 
Europe desires to intervene, it has no 
facts before it thus far on which to base 
I Intervention.

If the delay rn -aus anything it 
is I*-lifted not to be more serious than 
that Commodore IX*wry has been de­ 
layed in carry log oui fnllv his plans 
for the occupation of Manila. 
In other words, u may not have been 
possible It* the commodore within the 
short space cf two days to effect the de­ 
struction of the Spanish fleet, the si­ 
lencing of the forts al Cavite, the square 
of Otcregkior island, the cap; are of Ma­ 
nila and finally the restoration of cable 
communication. If be has been delayed 
beyond Tuesday cr Wednesday in car­ 
rying out this extensive programme, it 
is not ut all surprising that he has not 
been heard from through a dispatch- 
boat. 
The state department is In clote 
touch with Consul William at Hong 
Kong, who is expected to supply the 


earliest possible news from the Philip­ 
pines. 
It is barely possible that the first news 
to come may be throogh the British 
sources, inasmuch as all British cable 
subventions contain a clause giving the 
British government the pi c jedence in 
the use of the cable in an emergency. 
A d m ira l S am pson'* M o v em en ts, 
Respecting Admiral Sampson’s move­ 
ments, the department is still mate, al­ 
though it is apparent that interesting 
news is expected on that subject within 
the next three days.

The tick is a wingless fly about a 


quarter of an inch long, having a large, 


strong, reddish-gray body, and six legs. 


The head is square and set directly on 


th e body. 
Their d isiru c tio n is com­ 


paratively easy, as they are susceptible 


to nearly all agents th a t destroy para­ 


sites.

Dipping Sheep for Ticks. 


The injury ii fl cled by the sheep tick 
upon the flocks in this state can only 
be roughly estimated. 
Ticks do not 
cause death directly, nor injure the 
wool, but cause untold torm ent by their 
biting and wandering sbout over the 


body. 
This saps the vigor of the q)d 


sheep, retards the growth cf the lambs, 
and makes both sui-’eptible to disease. 


The tick is a wingless fly about a 


quarter of an inch long, having a large, 
strong, rtddish-gray body, and six legs. 


The head is square and set directly on 
the body. 
Their d» struction is com­ 


paratively “nay, as they are susceptible 


to nearly all agents that destroy p u s ­ 
sies. 


The most opportune time or killing 
ticks is just after shearing, as the ease 
of handling and coi»t of dip is reduced 


to the minimum 
Nearly fell the ticks 
will leave the sheep for the Iambs, so 


that the work will be more effective if 


only the lamb* are dipped. 
It is better 
however to dip both old and young, 


The following, known as the Cult ice 
dip, is highly recommended, and may 


be prepared by anyone: Tobacco leaves 


50 pounds, sulphur IO pounds, water 


IOO gallons. 
The tobacco is steeped 


for an hour and a half, the leaves are 
strained cfi and theaulphur mLL*d and 


again boiled fur an hour.

The foreign 
representatives here, including those of 
Great Britain, France, Germany aa i 


Russia, meet these reports with specific 
denials and declare that intervention is 
not being discussed in any way at the 
present time. 
The utterance of Emperor William 
before the Reichstag yesterday 
con­ 
firmed what the German officials here 
have maintained from the first, name­ 
ly, that Germany woald observe strict 
neutrality, even though na decree of 
neutrality was issued. 
Russian officials take the same view 
as to the purpose of Russia to keep out 
of soy intervention which would be in­ 
imical to the Unite<l States. Th# French 
authorities here do not consider inter­ 
vention a live question at present, and 
since France issued her decree of neu­ 
trality the French officials dismiss re­ 
port* that France will participate in in­ 
tervention. 
The British officials hare 
received no word concerning recent 
mores for intervention, and they oou- 
rtder such m ores as quite inopportune 
nuder existing circumstances.

ing member of the diplomatic corps said: 
I 
“ What woald we intervene about? It 
could not be because the United States 
had occupied the Philippines, because 
we do not yet know that the Philippines 
are occupied. 
It c mld uot be because 
Porto Rico mar be occupied, few we 
hare no official information yet that any 
movement against that island is con­ 
templated. 
In fact, even if continental 
Europe desires to intervene, it lias no 
facts before it thus far on which to bose 
intervention.’'

Dipping Sheep fat Tick*, 


The injury it fl ctod by the sheep tick 


upon the flocks in this state can only 
be roughly estimated. 
Ticks do not 
cause death directly, nor injure the 
wool, but cause untold torment by their 
biting and wandering about over the 


body. 
T his saps the vigor of the <4* 
•beep, retards the growth of the lambs, 
and makes both sn ap p y hie to disease. 


The tick is a wingless fly about a 
quarter of an inch long, having a large, 


strong, reddish-gray body, and six legs. 


The head is square and set directly on 
the body. 
Their d« slruction is com­ 
paratively oasy, as they are susceptible 


to nearly all agents that destroy para­ 
sites. 


The most opportune lime or killing 
ticks is just after shearing as the cate 


of handling and cord of dip is reduced 


to the minimum 
Nearly hit the ticks 
will leave the sheep for the lambs, so 


that the work will be more effective if 
only the lambs are dipped. 
It is better 


however to dip both old and young. 


The following, known as the Oui lice 
dip, it highly recommended, and may 


be prepared by anyone: Tobacco leaves 
50 pounds, sulphur IO pounds, water 


IOO gallons. 
The tobacco is steeped 


for an hour and a half, the leaves are 
strained eft and the sulphur added and 


again boiled fur an hour. 
Keep well 


stirred and use while warm.*—Purdue 
Experim ent Station.
